ObJ  was  round,  approx  size  of  a baseball,  and  orange  in  color. 
There  was  a hazy  film  trailing  the  obj.  A sound  was  heard  but 

observer  couldn't  describe  It*  At  first  the  obJ  seemed  to  be 
hovering  about  \ mile  in  the  air.  Observer  stopped  car  and  got 
out  to  watch  it.  Went  liack  Into  car  when  obj  started  to  move, 
and  flew  above  the  car.  Tried  to  start  the  car  but  it  wouldn't 
start.  Car  started  after  obj  had  disappeared  overhead.  Dura- 
tion and  flight  path  is  consistent  with  on  a/c  sighting.
